& M. JOHNBON.

FAUTS EURMITTED TO THR PRESIDENT-
JOHNSON 'S EJECTMENRT FROM B{S CFRIUE
—NAREATIVE ©F THE CONTROVERSY—
FEDERAL ASSISTANCE REQVESTED—-THE
CORRESFUNDENCE WITH BROOKS.

Ths Hon J. M. Joluwon, Seorctary of State
ol e State of Arkanses, has ‘submitied to the
President the following ‘ststement of facis in
Thie cand :

Unuted Stotes:

Smm: T have the hondr 0 lay before you the
fullowing stasement of Tacts in regand to the
summary ejectment of mysell from my ofice
as Secretary of State, Arknusas, by Hon. Joseph
Brooks a=d the symed force under his cor-
mand. Asd inor@er that I maydo thisina
proper asd comprehensive manner, permit me
to premise by referring to the general election
of November, 1878, iry Arkansas, at which time
1 was elocted te my present position.

At that clection, the Greeley ticket in the
State was headed by Joseph Brooks, at that
time & bitter;partisan of the Groeley side in the
eontest, and had as the pominee for Secretary
of State. Mr. E. A. Fulton, The Grant Btate
tickel was headed by Elisha Baxter, with my-
sclf as the nominee for Secretary of State.
The masjority of Baxter over Brooks was, as

shown by the returns, something over 34,000,
but my own majority over Mr. Fullon was
over 10,000

With this large majority, my election has
never been disputed by auy obe, but on the con-
trary, in all the contests brought by parties on
the Brooks ticket, has culformaly oon-
coded. This much I deemdt proper 1o say
in order that your Excellency may be fully ad-
vised a8 to the fact of my being Secretary of
State of Arkansas, de jure and de facto.

About the last of March Ileft the cityof

Little Hock and started for tho northwestern
part of the State, Intending to be abeent bul s
sbort time, luﬂ?z my office iu chargeof m
deputy, General Frank Strong, who has serv
in that capacity for the past four {:&n On
the morning of the 15th of April, Mr. Brooks
followers took possession of the execu-
tive ol ejected the Governor, broke open
the State armory asd srmed themselves, and
took forcible possession of the Btate-house.
My deputy remained st his {ron unti] the nsual
hour fo sing the office, locked it snd went
to his home. On the same night my office was
broken open and possessed and occupied by Mr,
Brocks and his armed force. Onthe next day,

April 18, my deputy was sssured by
Brooks that he would not be required to act
Mcislly untdl I returned or was heard from.

¢ eveming, however, Mr. Brooks
n end required his official action ss
Becretary of Btate, st 7 o'clock. At that hour
however, all entrance to the Biate-house was
denied, sentinels being posted asevery entrance
with oxed bayomets. Gemeral Biro there-
upon ted to Governor Baxter at his head-
qaart nd there remained, his refosal to act
for Mr. Brooks bhaving closed the oilice to him
cotirely.

of my official duties; snd that T heve used all
proper exerlions to recover possession of the
Office to which 1 am legally entitled.
